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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 9, 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, 9, 18 recite "...aligning a center of a stack thickness...' 5 . It is unclear what this 
phrase means. As written one of ordinary skill in the art is unable to ascertain that which is or is 
not readable thereon. 

Claim 2 recites "aligning the stack. . . independently of the stack thickness". It is unclear 
what this phrase means. As written one of ordinary skill in the art is unable to ascertain that 
which is or is not readable thereon. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
- sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1 . Claims 1-18, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mimura USP 5997239. Mimura discloses all of the claim limitations in a similar method 
comprising a(n): 

> Transporting stacks of sheet-shape print materials in a transport from a location misaligned 
with a reference axis (an axis in spaced misaligned with said location) to another location 
while automatically aligning a center of a stack thickness with the reference axis (see fig 19 
&20) 

> Re elm 2, the aligning of the stack in Mimura is takes place with varying thicknesses of 
stacks 

> Moving the stack collected at a fixed stop (fig. 4) to another processing station (the stack 
moves to another location for further handling) 

> Carriage (fig. 8) 

> First and second clamping jaws (71, 72) 
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> Collecting device (fig. 1) 



> Transport and guide (fig. 8)
